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Garfield to vacate 
superintendent job 


In a surprise move, Romulus 
School Supt. James M. Garfield 
Monday night asked the Board of 
Education to relieve him of his 
duties and to assign him to 
another administrative position 
in the school district. 

The superintendent further 
requested that his move be made 
effective as soon as a new school 
chief is on the job. 

The school board approved 
Garfield’s request and an- 
nounced a search would be begun 
for a new school superintendent. 


Asked why he wished to step 
down, Garfield said: "I’ve been 
thinking about it for two to three 
months. Now that the millage 
levy is approved, I feel it is time 
for me to leave. 

"I do not feel that I can do any 
more for the school district. It 
needs new leadership and a new 
approach from someone who can 
step in, tie up loose ends and 
forge ahead." 

Garfield, who has been 
Romulus superintendent since 
April 1975, said his reasons for 
leaving had nothing to do with his 


relationship with the Board of 
Education 

"I have had no problems with 
the school board whatsoever," he 
emphasized. 

He admitted that the rigors of 
battling for school millage over 
the years had taken its toll on 
him. 

"I’ve had it. I’m all burned 
out,” he said. 

Prior to coming to the Romulus 
school system, Garfield was with 
the Crestwood School District in 
Dearborn Heights. He served as 
assistant superintendent in 


charge of general administration 
in 1968, and then as superin- 
tendent from 1969-72. 

From 1955-68, he was employed 
by the Willow Run School District 
in Ypsilanti Township. While 
there, he served as teacher, 
assistant junior high principal, 
junior high principal, senior high 
principal and director of in- 
struction. 

Garfield, whose contract set to 
expire in 1981, had his salary 
increased from $36,000 to $39,000 
annually this year by the sclx>ol 
board.

Of interest is the large number of 
•btantee votes. Deputy Clerk Linda 
Choate reported that the 979 ab- 
sentee votes are the largest 
;reeorded in any city election in her 
memory. 

1 \ le official vote showed Mayor 
WllHam M. Oakley defeating his 
'rival, Mel Morgan, by 2,928 votes to 
MM votes. In only Precinct 9 and 
Precinct 20 (absentee voting) of the 


20 Precincts did Morgan poll more 
votes than the incumbent mayor, 
gamering 146 to Oakley’s 137, and 
523 to the mayor’s 423 respectively. 

Incumbent Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar decisively beat his op- 
ponent, Jerry Kubiak, former city 
ordinance officer under ex-mayors 
Terry Trout and James Stewart. 
Folmar pulled 2,910 votes to only 
1,768 for Kubiak. 

Beaten by a slightly larger margin 
than Morgan, by Oakley was in- 
cumbent Treasurer Helen Gailien. 
She garnered 2,049 votes to 2,866 
votes for the winner, Beverly

McAnally, veteran council member. 
Gailien had served only one term in 
office as treasurer, having served as 
finance director for the city under 
former Treasurer John Lewkowicz 
for eight years. 

Aside from the race for mayor, 
which traditionally captures the 
interest of the voting public, the 
battle for treasurer was expected to 
be close. However, McAnally’s 817- 
vote margin of victory made it a 
runaway. 

Official vote results in the 14- 
candidate contest for seven council 
berths showed five incumbents 
winning re-election and two new 
faces emerging. 

Winning incumbents and their 
vote totals were Mary Ann Banks, 
3,239; Jimmie Raspberry, 2,457; 
Fred “Junior” Block, 2,411; Ray 
Cantrell, 2,211; and Gerry Canejo, 
2,208. . 

Newly elected to City Council are 
Edward A Rush, city florist, and 
Richard K. Yeramian Rush, who 
filed a lawsuit against the c-ty for 
allegedly holding a closed council 
session and which ended when the 
city agreed to pay his legal fees, was 
expected to be a high vote getter. 
Rush finished with 2,161 votes and 
Yeramian, 2,053. 

Yeramian, barely made the list of 
primary candidates to do battle for 
one of the seven council seats. His 
election surprised many political 
observers. He is employed as a 
deputy on the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department. 

Losing out in the council race and 
their vote totals were Wayne F. 
Avery, current school board 
president, 1,435; Barry Baumann, 
1,862; Richard F. Campbell, 1,441; 
incumbent Mary L. Carter, 1,843; 
Charles L. Dick Jr., 1,090; Edward 
D. Fall, 919; and Shirlee M Helms, 
1,062. 

An advisory proposal showed the 
public in favor of a new ordinance 
for commercial and political signs 
by a vote of 2,669 to 1,410. Final 
decision on passing such an or- 
dinance will be up to the City 
Council. 

Proposition A, a 9-mill renewal 
sought by the Romulus school 
district, won support by a slim 121- 
vote margin 2,274 to 2,153. Unofficial 
returns had listed the victory at 21 
votes, but the canvass uncovered a 
109-vote error. 

The millage renewal lost in the 
June school elections. Its failure last 
week would have placed the city 
school system in jeopardy, ac- 
cording to Supt. James Garfield.

He said Mrs. Showier told officers 
she saw several girls walking on the 
right shoulder and tapped her horn 
while traveling "east on the service 
drive. The detective said it was 
dark, windy and raining at the time 
of the accident. There are no street 
lights located in that area of the 
service drive. 

Holowka said the girl was walking 
with four other girls, two from the 
girls home and two from the nearby 
Quirk Subdivision. After talking to 
the group, Holowka determined that 
she was walking with two of the girls 
and was closest to the highway. The 
other two girls, also walking 
abreast, were behind the Karoly girl 
and her two companions. 

Holowka said Mrs. Showier said 
her car never left the road and that 
the girls were pushing each other as 
she approached. He said superficial 
examination of the girl's body did 
not indicate the type of injuries 


usually associated with being hit 
from the back. 

"She could have been accidentally 
pushed or stumbled in front of the 
car. There is no evidence Mrs. 
Showler’s car left the road or was 
speeding at the time of the ac- 
cident," the officer said. 

Mrs. Showier told police she felt a 
slight bump, but was not aware she 
had hit one of the girls. She said she 
stopped momentarily, but did not 
see anything and went on Holowka 
reported. 

He said that until an autopsy 
report comes back, it would be 
impossible to tell how the accident 
actually occurred, whether she was 
struck from behind by the car or was 
pushed or stumbled into its path. 

According to the detective, Girls

Are 'miles apart' 
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Dispute still unresolved 


in Raymond Block firing 


The case of an animal control 
officer who was fired by the City of 
Romulus last December remains 
unresolved and no closer to 
agreement as opposing lawyers 
were reported "miles apart” on the 
issue of back pay. 

The controversy involves 
Raymond Block, 31, who was ter- 
minated by the city about Dec. 13, 
1978. Block was hired by the city on 
Sept. 9, 1978. 

A hearing before Bob Anderson, 
assistant corporation counsel for 
Wayne County, on Oct. 17, 1979 was 
cut short according to Block’s at- 
torney, Noel Keane of Dearborn, 
who said Anderson favored his 
client. 

Keane said Anderson indicated 
that the city should pay Block from 
his termination date to the present 
time, based on a yearly salary of 
$12,338. 

Charles Lowther, city attorney, 
had a slightly different version. He 
claimed that Anderson instructed 
both sides to sit down and "do some 
serious negotiations”. 

Keane said Anderson warned that 
if the case remains unresolved and 
he is forced to make a decision, the 
City of Romulus could lose all of its 
CETA funding if a subsequent ap- 
peal of his decision is denied 

Again. Lowther’s interpretation 
differed somewhat He said An- 
derson warned that if an appeal of 

his decision is denied, then " in 

his opinion the city would lose its 
CETA funding". 

Block's lawyer also said the 
assistant corporation counsel 
sharply criticized hiring and firing 

practices currently in use by the 
City of Romulus. 


“Mr. Anderson called them 
‘slipshod’,” Keane said. 

Lowther admitted that Anderson . 
had verbally found fault with the 
city's hiring and firing practices and 
its lack of written documentation in 
those policies. 

Keane said that in his testimony 
before Anderson, Block alleged that 
he was fired "for political reasons” 
stemming from his refusal to 
provide written substantiation to the 
city on alleged wrongdoings of his 
superior, A1 Luckey. Luckey was 
discharged recently by the city. 

* 

Lowther said the city refuted all of 
Block’s "political allegations”, but 
did admit that the assistant cor- 
poration counsel indicated he leaned 
in Block’s favor 

"He said he would wait a* short 


time before giving his decision in the 
case and suggested that Block be 
paid from last December to the 
present time,” the city attorney 
said. 

Lowther said he would not rule out 
Block’s rehiring by the city, but said 
he does not know if Block would 
want to return to his job. 

Lowther said in his last con- 
versation with Keane that the two 
lawyers were “miles apart on 
compensation” for Block and no 
nearer to reaching an agreement in 
the case. 

Both lawyers said they had 
written to Anderson, but had not 
heard from him. Keane said he 
asked for a decision in the case, 
while Lowther requested another 
hearing for presentation of wit- 
nesses.

The 
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Airport's electronic equipment 
cleared of allegations by FAA 


in the contest 


Wayne County's Public Works 
Committee has accepted the 
Federal Aviation Administration’s 
(FAA) findings and ruled— as un- 
founded — allegations by a newly 
formed technician’s union (PASS) 
that the Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port’s electronic system is sub- 
standard, chairman of the com- 
mittee Thomas Presnell (D- 
Westland) said. 

The committee, as a result of the 
ruling, has recommended that the 
Board of Commissioners approve 
the release of $2,122,907 in federal 
grants for construction and 
equipment at both the Metro and 
Willow^ Run airports. 

The FAA’s rejport is the 
culmination of several months of 
exhaustive investigation following 
its request by the county board of 
commissioners. 

According to Kenneth Melotte, 
assistant manager of the Airways 
Facilities Sector for the FAA, PASS 
(Professional Airways System 
Specialists) and PATCO 
(Professional Air Traffic Con- 
troller’s Organization) charged last 
January that the airport’s electronic 
system used substandard "tube- 
type’’ equipment instead of "solid- 
state" designs. 

"The charge", Mellottesaid, "was 
based on an incident in which the 
tower lost temporary contact with 
aircraft flying in the vicinity. As it 
turned out, the equipment being 
used at the time was "solid-state", 
not "tube-type" as PASS leaders 
inferred." 

"This same equipment (tube- 
type) currently is being used at such 
major airports as O’Hare, Kennedy 
and Dallas where traffic averages 55 
million passengers per year," 
Mellotte explained. "Metro’s traffic 
is in the neighborhood of 11 to 12 
million." 

An original request by the Wayne 
County Road Commission, operators 
of the airfield, asking that the 
County Board of Commissioners 
release the federal funds was 
postponed on the recommendation of 
Board Chairman Richard E. 
Manning pending the outcome of an 
investigation by the FAA into 
PASS’S allegations. 

In a letter to Thomas P O’Rourke, 
managing director of the Road 
Commission and also airport 
manager, FAA Acting Director 
Wayne J. Barlow' acknowledged the 
seriousness of the allegation and 
added: "We have spent considerable 
time and effort in analyzing the 
situation and. . . have determined that 
thecommunication system at Metro 
Airport has proven to be 99 percent 
reliable with less than one outage 
per frequency per year." 


mis high reliability",, he con- 
tinued, "is attributed to having a 
main and standby receiver and 
transmitter for each frequency and 
an emergency engine generator to 
provide power, if the commercial 
system fails. In the rare event both 
of the receivers fail at the same 
time, emergency battery powered 
transceivers are available.

Presnell said it was his un- 
derstanding solid state electronic 
equipment would be installed, 
beginning in October 1981, "not 
because it is safer, but because it 
would be more efficient and would 
reduce manpower requirements."

Allegations ' unfounded ' 


Allegations (hat the Detroit Metropolitan Airport elec- 
tronic equipment is substandard were ruled as “un- 
founded", following an investigation into the charges by 
the Federal Aviation Administration. The investigation 
was requested by members of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners when a newly formed technician's union 
(PASS) asserted that equipment utilized “tube-type" 
rather than “solid state" designs.

up in study 


Motorists who pump their own 
gasoline maintain vehicles better 
than those who patronize full-service 
stations, according to an Automobile 
Club of Michigan survey. 

The recent survey at a Detroit- 
area service station found 87 percent 
of the full-serve and 72 percent of 
self-serve motorists with vehicle 
deficiencies. 

Auto Glib’s Emergency Road 
Service employees checked under 
the hoods of 113 full-service and 124 
self-serve motorists’ cars and found 
79 percent of all those vehicles with 
at least one deficiency on a 12-point 
checklist. 

The 237-vehicle survey showed: 

— 34 percent at least one quart low 
on oil. 

— 31 percent low on radiator 
coolant. 

— 28 percent weak antifreeze. 

— 27 percent low on windshield 
washer solvent. 

— 22 percent improper tire 
pressure. 

— 13 percent low on power 
steering fluid. 

— 11 percent low on battery fluid. 

— 5 percent with loose or frayed 
fan belts. 

— 5 percent with defective lights 
or turn signals. 

— 4 percent with unusuable spare 
tires. 

— 3 percent low on brake fluid. 

"One possible explanation for the 

results of this survey is that a person 
who pumps his own gas is more 
likely to perform maintenance 
checks," said Robert M. Smith, Auto 
Club Emergency Road Service 
manager.

Careful planning avoids 
winter sports woes 



Let’s suppose for a minute that it’s 
a relatively warm, sunny day in 
November. You’re going hunting. 
You dress lightly because it’s warm 
and you’re expecting some vigorous 
exercise. You don’t carry any 
emergency equipment, because 
you're just going a few miles down 
the road to a game area. It's only 
about a mile square, so you figure 
that, even if you get turned around, 
you’re never more than a 15-minute 
stroll from some road. 

No one is home when you leave, so 
you don’t tell anyone where you’re 
going and when you expect to be 
back, you don’t think to leave a note. 

You’re out in the middle of the 
game area, looking for a downed 
bird, when the clouds roll in, the 
temperature drops and it begins to 
snow. You start feeling chilly im- 
mediately and decide to hurry back 
to the car. That’s when you step in a 
hole and twist your ankle. About this 
time you discover you’re uncertain 
of your directions. 

You are in trouble. Hie road is no 
longer an easy 15-minute jaunt 
away. You are not dressed for the 


weather, you’re getting wet, you 
have no way to signal for help except 
your firearm, and no one knows 
where you are or will know to send 
someone out looking for you. You 
could be dead in a few hours. What 
do you do? 

The best advice, from Glenn 
Dudderar, Extension wildlife 
specialist, is to avoid getting 
yourself into such a situation. Before 
you go hunting, play the game of 
"what if" and go prepared to cope 
with whatever happens. And be sure 
that someone who loves you knows 
where you’ve gone and when you 
expect to be back. That person will 
not hesitate to send someone out to 
find you if he or she thinks you might 
be in trouble 

Each year hunters die because 
they get lost and either don’t know’ 
what to do or don’t have the 
emergency equipment they need 

Dudderar advises wearing 
layered clothing so you can take off 
or add layers as the weather 
changes. Carry matches, some high- 
energy food, a whistle, some string, 
a small flashlight and a knife. 


The food will help you get warm, if 
you become chilled, and having 
something to eat will help you feel 
better, if you get lost. 

Lighting a fire serves a 
psychological purpose, too. There’s 
nothing like a cozy fire to keep your 
hopes up. It’ll also help keep you 
warm and dry. And if you throw a 
few pieces of wet wood on a good 
fire, the resulting column of smoke 
should bring you lots of company. 

The whistle is for signaling for 
help. It won’t run out of fuel or 
ammunition, it doesn’t get hoarse. 


it’ll operate under all sorts' of 
weather conditions and it can’t 
easily be mistaken for some 
naturally occurring sound or 
someone hunting. 

The string and knife are helpful in 
first aid, emergency repairs and, if 
necessary, shelter building. 

To these basics you can add a 
compass, if you know how to use it. 
If you don’t it may just get you into 
more trouble. 

One final rule for hunters and 
others who go into the field — if you 
realize you're lost, stay calm.

Medical profession needs 'metamorphosis'

Imagine a grand ceremonial scene 
in which thousands of specialist 
doctors would gather to strip 
themselves of their stethoscopes. In 
a bottomless pit, the symbolic in- 
struments would he tossed, taking 
with them the stigma that has 
blemished the medical profession 
Dr. David Blum, a practicing 
dermatologist from Canton 
Township, would like nothing better 
than to lx? a part of such an event. 

“But I’m a realist,” Blum said, 
’‘because the better doctor-patient 
relations built on trust, not fear, is 
not going to happen overnight, as 
much as we’d like.” 

^ Blum nevertheless has high hopes 
tor the 1980s as the dawn of a new 
era. He looks to that decade for the 
modern day brand of Dr. Marcus 
Welby to enter, all equipped to fight 
disease in this world of specialzed 
’ medicine. But the new breed of 
disease fighters also will be capable 
of personalizing their medicine, 
caring for each individual patient as 
Dr Welby would be expected to do. 

‘1 really believe the people can 
expect to see doctors who will make 
house calls. They’ll know their 
patients and their medical 
histories,” Blum said. “But this new 
fjt brand of doctor will not be an exact 
replica of Dr. Welby.” 

A myth, alter all, cannot he 
duplicated, or reborn. And, Dr. 
Welby is indeed a myth. 

Dr. Marcus Welby... He is not a 
mortal man. hut instead, he is a 
"character from a cancelled 
^ television show 

If he is, or ever was, a part of 
American society, it has only been 
\ through is his glorified television 
image, and in that respect, he 
personified medicine. 

“I think it was people’s belief that 
we in the medical profession had to 
measure up to this television 
character that brought on the rash of 
malpractice lawsuits against doc- 
tors in the 1960s, M Blum asserted. 

If not today, Blun believes, in the 
v war future the American people will 
be better prepared to accept doctors 
as human beings, with human 
feelings. 

A modified Dr. Welby— a 
physician that is half myth and half 
human— is paramount in Blum’s 
medical forecast. 

* But Others in the medical 
profession don’t appear as op- 
timistic as Blum, who began

practicing medicine during the mid- 
60s, peak years for malpractice 
lawsuits. 

Dr. Karl Hanyi, a family doctor 
from Westland, believes the effects 
of the malpractice lawsuits of the 
1960s still are with us and are here to 
stay. 

“It will never be the same,” Hanyi 
insisted 

Hanyi, who has been practicing 
family medicine for 26 years, said 
his type of practice is nearly a thing 
of the past. In an era of specialized 
medicine, Hanyi’s techniques to 
relieve the aches and pains of family 
members is becoming less and less 
common. 

A quick glance of a telephone 
directory is evidence of that. In 
Westland, for instance, Hanyi is one 
of two doctors * who are listed as 
family practices. 

Gone for good it appears are the 
days of the small town doctor who 
would instinctively rise to the call of 
the sick and drive miles into the 
wilderness to bring life into the 
world. 

“Do you think I could deliver a 
haby from the equipment I carry 
with me in a black bag ” Hanyi 
querried. “Those bags for house 
calls went out with the horse and 
buggy era.” 

He said, as a rule, house calls are 
no longer feasible due to the energy 
shortage and rising costs of medical 
insurance, both for the patient and 
the physician. 

However, visits for the han- 
dicapped, the indigent and par- 
ticularly the shut-in senior citizens 
should become more common, noted 
both Hanyi and Blum 
As the senior citizen population 
increases, as statistics are showing, 
house calls should prove necessary, 
they added. 

Dr. Clarence Carpenter of Romu- 
lus has been practicing family 
medicine for 56 years. He said he 
never discontinued his “home 
service” for his longtime friends. 

“Somebody has to take care of 
them. Some of them can’t get out, so 
you have to go to them,” Carpenter 
explained. 

Of those interviwed, Carpenter 
seemed the least optimistic of a new, 
personalized medicine evolving. 

He said Blue Cross-Blue Shield, 
specialized medicine, lawsuits and 


unions combined have turned 
medicine into a high-priced field 
“It’s too late to turn back now,” he 
said Hanyi agreed, in part. 

“Part of the reason we charge so 
much for a routine diagnosis is 
because we are trying to cover 
ourselves against possible 
lawsuits,” Hanyi said. “That s what 
defensive medicine is all about.” 

Defensive medicine is commonly 
referred to by doctors as a kind of 
practice, based on a fear of being 
sued by the patient, Hanyi said. 

“The malpractice suits of the 
1960s triggered defensive medicine 
into being,’’ Hanyi added. 


Doctors then were on trial, 
their competency, integrity 
professional ethics in question 
“The worst is over,” Blum said 
Hanyi agreed 

It is no longer as difficult to obtain 
insurance as protection against 
malpractice suits as it was in the 
1960. That is, in part, due to 
physicians forming their own in- 
surance companies, Blum said 
And, since the creation of medical 
arbitration boards, there has existed 
the opportunity to ferret out the 
“Mickey Mouse” lawsuits, Hanyi 
added, allowing more attention to 
focus on those of merit. 

Those interviewed agreed 
however, that it was the malpractice 
lawsuits that were primarily 
responsible for the re-appraisal of 
the medical profession, serving to 
awaken the public to the reality that 
doctors are human, with human 


failings, and that they needn’t he 
placed on pedestals to be trusted 
“You can trust your doctor, and 
you should But it has taken all of 
this to make people realize that like 
in any profession there are a certain 


amount of people who are in- 
competent.” Blum said. 

Blum foresees the 1980s as a fresh 
starting poirtt for his profession, a 
time of less suspicion... increased 
satisfaction.

What is your home worth? 


What are vour home, your furniture and your 
* personal possessions worth? 

Too many property owners give that question 
. only casual thought until a windstorm, fire or 
other peril damages or destroys their homes, 
warns the Insurance Information Institute. 

W r hile practically all homeowners have in- 
surance against such catastrophes, literally 
millions are underinsured They are not valuing 
their dwellings properly or are overlooking the 
"effects of inflation, now a double-digit rate, ac- 
cording to the U S. Department of Commerce. For 
these reasons the Institute advises homeowners to 
review their policies often and to check at least 
four phases of coverage. 

First, the amount of insurance on a dwelling 
should be based on the cost of building it today. 
Neither the purchase price a few years ago nor 
the current market value should, he used as a 
guide. 

The Institute suggests that the homeowner 
consult with his or her insurance representative to 
determine how best to estimate the replacement 
cost of the home. By insuring to 100 percent of 
that value, homeowners will be sure of having 
enough money to build a new home of the same 
quality should disaster strike. 

If a home isn’t insured to full value, it should be 
insured for at least 80 percent of replacement 
‘ value Even at that figure, a family whose $40,000 
House is destroyed will have to pay $8,000 of the 
replacement cost because it will collect no more 
than the face amount of the policy — $32,000. On a 
$50,600 house insured to 80 percent of replacement 
value, the family will have to come up with $10,000 
in addition to the insurance settlement to build a 
new dwelling equal to the old 

Homeowners who carefully review- their policies 
learn if they do not already know- — another 
important reason for insuring to 80 percent or 
more of replacement value. If a dwelling with that 
coverage is damaged, the insurance company will 
pay the full replacement cost of any partial loss 
♦ without figuring in depreciation, as usually is the 


case in settling any insurance claim. 

When coverage is less than 80 percent, insurers 
pay the larger of two amounts — either the 
replacement cost less depreciation; or a portion of 
the current replacement value, determined by the 
ratio of the insurance coverage to the 80 percent 
figure. 

A second important consideration for 
homeowners is the value of their personal 
properly. The homeowners policy automatically 
covers personal property for an additional amount 
equal to 50 percent of the insurance for the 
dwelling, but its value today may be considerably 
more. The only sure way to tell is to make an 
inventory. The coverage can then be increased, if 
necessary. 

Furthermore, homeowners who have valuable 
pieces of jewelry and furs usually need extra 
insurance protection The homeowners policy 
covers jewelry and furs for a total of only $500 in 
case of theft. One fur coat or a simple piece of 
jewelry can easily be worth more than $500. 

As a third step in securing adequate insurance, 
homeowners are advised by the Institute to have 
an appraisal made of silverware, antiques, works 
of art and other valuables. Usually, this property 
also needs added coverage The appraisal record 
should he kept in the safe deposit box, along with 
the inventory of personal possessions. 

Finally, homeowners should weigh carefully the 
possibility that they need more personal liability 
coverage. All homeowners policies provide $25,0()i) 
of this insurance, to protect them and their 
families to that amount, if a suit or claim is filed 
by someone for injuries, or for damage to his 
property. 

Jury awards for hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, a rarity 20 years ago, have become 
common Additional liability coverage is 
relatively inexpensive. It costs $3 to $5 to increase 
$25,000 coverage to $50,000, $6 to $10 to increase it 
to $100,000, $10 to $15 for $200,000 and $15 to $20 for 
$300,000.

Sassafras Trails: A 'little bit of country'

A rock that bends, a pet skunk 
1 who’s on a diet), a cutting from a 
giant 500-year-old tree, a mammoth 
elephant tooth and part of a 
dnosaur’s backbone are among the 
wonders of nature that fill three 
classrooms at Wilson School, and 
make up the nature museum of the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools. 

The museum is in the school right 
next to the 55 acres of woods and 
paths at Palmer and Wildwood 
roads in Westland that are called 
“Sassafras Trails.” 

The woods, filled with trees and 
plants of all kinds, plus a few rare 
breeds like the Sweet Chestnut tree 
and Tupulo tree, both extremely 
rare in Michigan, are an oasis of 
nature in the suburban Wayne- 
Westland area. And although there 
are parts of the trails where trees 
have been and are planted every 
year, there are also parts that still 
“look like they did when the white 
man first came to this area,” ac- 
cording to Don Howarth, director of 
the nature center and museum. 

Howarth obviously is very in love 
with his nature center and his 
hobbies of hiking, rock collecting 
and other outdoor-type activities. 
And he shares his interest and 
knowledge with hundreds, no 



thousands, of youngsters every 
year. 

Students from Wayne-Westland 
Schools, Girl and Boy Scout troops 
and other collections of youngsters 
tour the museum and hike through 
the nature center trails all during the 
school year. In the fall, it’s the 
crinkle of fallen leaves beneath the 
feet and the beautiful changing 
colors, in the spring its the budding 
and re-awakening of the woods, in 
the winter it’s cross country skiing, 
using a large stock of kid-sized 
equipment supplied by the center. 

Howarth will take any class 
through the grand tour — museum 
and woods. As the youngsters sit on 
chairs and on the floor of the first 
classroom, he tells them first that 
everything in the museum is 
donated. 

He shows the soft and furry skins 
of minks, a skunk and beaver, 
discusses the pros and cons of 
trapping animals, brings out the 
prize catches of an extensive rock 
collection valued at $10,000, and 
explains how the large conclave 
solar reflectors could cook a hotdog 
for you. 

The gnarled branch of a desert 
cottonwood tree, and the huge slab 
from the 500-year-old Redwood tree 
are other popular items in the show 
and tell. The room is literally filled 
with scientific exhibits and ap- 
paratus, including weather equip- 
ment, rocks and plants, and a large 
green and white environmental flag.

Howarth’s comments, in the 
museum and particularly during the 
hike through the nature center, are 
liberally laced with the en- 
vironmental message that holds the 
wonders of nature sacred. 

In a separate room at the 
museum, there lives a furry and fat 
skunk, a few birds who ostensibly 

live in a cage but at times get the run 
of the room, a black rabbit that loves 
to nibble celery. 

A third room is a hands-on 
collection of exhibits, filled with 
various types of rocks, wildlife 
scenes, colorful wall murals and 
science games. 

Howarth appears to enjoy most 
the walk through the Sassafras 
Trails with the youngsters, where he 
points out the different kinds of 
trees, and tells the students about 
how 18 elementary schools have 
“adopted” 18 different kinds of trees 
they will soon be planting. 

The “tour guide” proudly points 
out that there is practically no litter 
on the ground, and a quick scan 
proves the point. 

The students come to one place, an 
arboretum, where he happily tells 
them that the site was chosen by a 
pair of Yellow Crown Night Herons 
as their home. The fact that the 
birds nested there is extremely 
unusual, since they are rarely if ever 
found further north than Alabama. 

Some of the youngsters have been 
to the center before — teachers take 
students there every year — and 
other kids say that they walk or ride 
bikes through the trails by them- 
selves. But the official tour ends in 
about two hours. 

The students go back to their 
classrooms, the cars keep whizzing 
past, streets are paved and buildings 
built. 

But the museum continues to 
capture and preserve small bits of 
natural history, and the woods 
remain as they were “when the first 
white man came to the area.” That 
pleases nature-lover Howarth just 
fine.

HB 
4730 wilf' hot ^ have any negative 
effect on futifre oiL^and gas 
production,” thb. Democratic 
lawmaker said “Since 1972, the 
price per barrel for Michigan crude 
has risen from about $3 to more 
than $13 — more than four times 
the amount received just seven 
years ago! And with deregulation, 
the price will easily go over $23 per 
barrel.” he said 

“With these kinds of increases in 
price,” Bullard said, “it’s 
ridiculous to say that oil companies 
won't get enough profit to en- 
courage drilling in Michigan.” 

“The issue is clear,” Bullard 
said. “It’s greed versus need.” 

Passage of the legislation came 
as a surprise to some Capitol ob- 
servers who thought the oil lobby 
had succeeded in killing the bill. 


Go Blue!

The State House of Represen- 
tatives has approved legislation to 
increase the se veranc e ta x on gas 
and oIT compantes^in Michigan. The 
measure, which passed despite four 
months of intensive lobbying' by oil 
and gas companies, would fund the 
state’s Home Heating Assistance 
Program. That program helps low- 
income families and senior citizens 
pay their heating bills. 

The heating aid bill recently was 
signed into law, but contained no 
provisions for funding the program, 
which will cost about $34 million 
this winter. A similar program last 
year aided over 200,000 senior 
citizens and 80,000 poverty-stricken 
families. 

State Rep. Perry Bullard ( D-Ann 
Arbor), sponsor of the tax increase 
on gas and oil companies, called 
the House action “a major victory 
for senior citizens and the victims 
of energy cost inflation.” 

Bullard said: “Since it’s citizens 
and taxpayers who are financing 
the oil companies’ gluttonous 
profiteering, it’s only fair that we 
recover some of their enormous 
profits to meet vital human needs 
such as warmth during our cold 
winter months.” 

“It is perfectly reasonable,” 
continued the Ann Arbor Democrat, 
“to ask that the producers and 
royalty owners who benefit directly 
from the skyrocketing price of oil 
— and who will benefit more after 
1981 as decontrol raises the price of 
oil to more than $23 per barrel — 
share 6 percent of that inflated 
price to fund this crucial assistance 
for senior citizens’ and working 
families’ inflated heating costs.” 

Bullard’s proposal would in- 
crease the severance tax paid by 
oil and gas companies. That tax, 
currently set at two percent, is 
based on the wellhead value of oil 
and natural gas. Under the House- 
passed legislation, oil v companies 
would pay 8 percent; natural gas 
producers would pay 4 percent. 

“The severance tax hasn’t 
changed a bit since 1929, even 
though the value of oil and gas has 
doubled time and time again,” 
Bullard said. “In fact, of the eight 
states producing comparable 
amounts of oil and gas, we have the 
seventh lowest tax on oil and gas 
producers. Increasing the 
^$ev^ance tax lets the Michigan 
public share the benefit from the 
one-time-only removal of our 
scarce oil and gas resources.” 

An analysis prepared by 
Bullard’s staff indicates that the 
proposed severance increase would 
have virtually no effect on the 
retail price of oil and gas sold in 
Michigan — less than ten cents on 
every 100 dollars of natural gas 
consumed.

In an effort to bolster 
county services to its 
senior citizens, Wayne 
County Commissioner 
Edgar Harris of Taylor 
is pressing for the 
passage of a resolution 
seeking a county lot- 
tery. Even with the 
approval of the full 
Board, however, it 
would still require 
legislative action, 
Harris said. 

Harris** resolution 
points out that there has 
been a noticeable 
deterioration in the 
county’s ability to 
provide necessary 
services, such as hot 
food programs, 
monitoring i ri- 
capacitated seniors, 
food on wheels to assure 
home-bound seniors 
have at least one hot, 
prepared meal a day, 
and a variety of other 
programs dependent 
upon county, state and 
federal grants.

As expected, the House Policy 
* Committee has rejected on a 5-4 
vote a bipartisan attempt to include 
~ termination, or sunset dates, in a 
‘~bill which sets up a joint legislative 
committee to review the operations 
of state agencies 


The amendments were offered by 
State Reps Paul Hillegonds of 
Holland and Richard Fitzpatrick of 
Battle Creek, and have the support 
..of Michigan Common Cause, a 
citizens' lobby group 
“We were not, surprised that the 


committee defeated the amend- 
ments.’' Hillegonds commented 
after the vote. “After all. the 
committee is chaired by Rep Joe 
Forbes and he opposes termination 
dates in any form " 

The vote came after an hour and 


half debate among committee 
members on whether the addition 
of termination dates to the Forbes 
review schedule would affect the 
ability of the state to sell bonds 
State Rep James Defebaugh of 
Birmingham, argued that the 


termination issue was irrelevant to 
the question of whether the state’s 
bonds would be marketable He 
pointed to New York City’s 
financial troubles in w'hich the 
city’s bonds were not marketable 
w ith or without termination dates

Pheresis procedures are used to 
collect plasma (plasmapheresis), 
platelets (plateletpheresis) or white 
cells (leukapheresis). The 


remaining blood components, in- 
cluding the red cells, are returned to 
the donor The body quickly replaces 
the component drawn in pheresis, 
normally within 24 hours, related 
Dr. Shafer. 

Pheresis donations are used to 
benefit patients undergoing cancer 


therapy and those who have 
leukemia or aplastic anemia or 
other diseases which respond to this 
form of medical treatment.

automatically every time they 
opened their mouths to shout — quite 
the same way a fuse blows out when 
we overload our electrical system. 

Some people insist it does us good 
to shout and get things off our chest. 
But that is thinking only of our- 
selves. We are not thinking how 
unpleasant it is for the people we are 
shouting at or who have to listen to 
us. 

Laryngitis also has a way of 
humbling a man. 

I recall an occasion 20 years ago 
when — as now — I had lost my 
voice. One of the little boys at our 
house was just learning to talk. His 
vocabulary still was small, and he 
made certain words do duty for 
several meanings. 

For instance, the word “big.” It 
meant “large.” It also meant “a 
great amount.” A lake, therefore, 
was “big water.” And big also 
meant “loud.” 

So while his father was going 
around in a whisper, this little boy 
said, “Daddy not talking big today.” 
He was right, even in the sense that 
you and I use the phrase. It is im- 
possible to “talk big” or to make 
much of an impression when you are 
reduced to a squeak. 

And you realize, maybe for the 
first time, how most of us are in- 
clined to build up our importance in 
other people's eyes by “talking big." 

When we can’t speak, we suddenly 
feel stripped of our most important 
possession. We feel our prestige 
depends on our ability to talk. Too 
often, sad to say, it does. So when we 
lose our voices, it humbles us. 

But the thing that bears most 
heavily on your mind when you can’t 


speak is the thought of how precious 
the gift of speech itself is. Just to be 
able to say, out loud, the names of 
those we love. 

Paul Galileo, in his memorable 
little story about himself called, 
“You Don’t Know How Lucky You 
Are to Be Married,” said: “The 
loneliness and silence close in when 
the rattle of one’s key in the front 
door initiates no answering sound. It 
is in this moment that one learns 
that the bark of a dog, the meow of a 
cat or the chirp of a bird is no sub- 
stitute for a human voice. 

“Moving to a club or hotel doesn't 
help. Sooner or later you encounter 
that instant when you come in and no 
voice says, 'That you, dear?’ or 
even, ‘Well, where have you been 
THIS time?’ M 


Dr. Bernard Gausen, one of the 
outstanding preachers of the last 
generation, said once: “There was a 
time when an accident deprived me 
of the use of my tongue and 
threatened to leave me speechless 
through the years.

Many of the people asked to sign were convinced that the young 
V . men and women circulating the petitions belonged to a subversive 
"TV group that was attempting to undermine the integrity of our way 
of life. 

We have reprinted below, the 10 amendments the students were 
seeking citizen support for. 

What do you think? Would you have signed the petition? 



I. 

Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion , or prohibiting the free exercise Hereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the Gotvrnment for a redress of grievances. 

II. 

A well regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of 
a free State, the right of the people to keep and bear 
Arms, shall not be infringed . 

III. 

No soldier s/jail , in time of peace be quartered in any 
house , without the consent of the Owner, nor in time of 
war, but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

IV. 

The right of the people to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers, and effects, against unreasonable searches 
and seizures, shall not be violated, and no Warrants shall 
issue, but upon probable cause, supported by Oath or 
affirmation , and particularly describing the place to be 
searched, and the persons or things to be seized 

V. 

No person shall be held to answer for a capital, or 
otherwise infamous crime , unless on a presentment or 
indictment of a Grand fury, except in cases arising in the 
land or naval forces , or in the Militia, when in actual 
service in time of War or public danger , nor shall any 
person be subject for the same offense to be twice put in 
jeopardy of life or limb; nor shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a witness against himself, nor be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property, without due process 
of law; nor shall private property be taken for public use, 
without just compensation. 


VI. 

In all criminal prosecutions, the accused sljall enjoy the 
right to a speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of 
the State and district wherein the crime sljall have been 
committed, which district shall have been previously 
ascertained by law, and to be informed of the nature and 
cause of the accusation; to be confronted with the wit - 
nesses against him; to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor , and to have the Assistance 
of Counsel for his defense. 

VII. 

In Suits at common law, where the value in controversy 
shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury shall 
be preserved, and no fact tried by a jury, shall be 
otherwise re examined in any Court of the United States , 
tlxm according to the rules of the common law. 

VIII. 

Excessive bait shall not be required, nor excessive fines 
imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments inflicted 

IX. 


The enumeration in the Constitution, of certain rights, 
shall not be construed to deny or disparge others retained 
by the people 

x. 

The powers not delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, or to the people.

House eyes new legislation

RIGHT TO STRIKE LEGISLATION REACHES 
HOUSE 

Last week the House began to consider a 
package of bills aimed at resolving one of the 
state’s most nagging problems— the right of 
public employees to strike. The bills were 
hammered out during the summer and last few 
months by a special subcommittee of the House 
Labor Committee, and were finally reported out 
of the full committee unanimously In a true spirit 
of compromise. 

House consideration of the legislation comes 
on the heels of numerous and lengthy school 
strikes across the state. At one time during the 
fall weeks, Michigan had more teachers on 
strike than any other state in the nation. And 
these bills attempt to address that situation. 

Over the past 11 years, there have been some 
450 public employee strikes In Michigan. This 
year, thousands of students will be attending 
school well into June because negotiations 
between school board members and teachers 
reached an impasse. 

There are seven bills in the right to strike 
package— although two of the bills are nearly 
identical to two others— which legitimize strikes 
for certain public employees. 

The major bill legalizes strikes only for local 
governmental employees, teachers and other 
school employees. It does not permit striking by 
members of the state civil service or by police 
and firefighters who are covered under the 
compulsory binding act. 

Under the provisions of this bill, supervisors 
would not be permitted to strike and employers 
would be allowed to replace striking employees. 
The bill does not provide for mandatory binding 
arbitration, nor does it prevent supervisors from 
belonging to the same union as those they 
supervise. 

The bill states that a judge may enjoin a strike 
and require employees to return to work only if 
the health and safety— not the “welfare"— of a 
community is threatened. Elements of this bill 
are very controversial, and even though it had 
unanimous committee support, attempts will be 
made to amend the binding arbitration and 
supervisor-employee bargaining unit language. 

A second bill in the package exempts teachers 
from tenure act coverage while they are on 
strike to ensure that any pay they lose because 
of the strike will not be reimbursed under the 
tenure act 

Another bill gives the Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission authority to order in- t 
tensive negotiations during the 10 day notice 
period before a strike begins and to order up to 16 
hours of negotiations each day once a strike 
begins. 

This package of bills took months to develop, 
and because of the controversial nature of 
several of them, action on the floor may change 
them dramatically. There were fireworks during 
committee deliberations, and the same strong 
emotions may carry over to the House debate. 

PBB TESTING PROGRAM IN PERIL 

Michigan’s PBB testing program, aimed at 
keeping contaminated meat out of grocery 


stores, may be crippled by drastic cutbacks In 
staff and funds. Although there are efforts un- 
derway to restore some of the funds to the 
Department of Agriculture, there is a concern 
that farmers cun by-pass state tests to sell 
contaminated meat if these efforts are un- 
successful. 

The cuts occurred as a result of Governor 
MilJiken’s order to trim the agriculture budget 
by $1.8 million The entire sum was taken out of 
the PBB unit and the number of Inspectors was 
reduced from 13 to three. 

Although the contamination problem has been 
substantially reduced, there are, according to 
the Department of Agriculture, 13 “problem” 
farms where cattle continue to show excessive 
levels of PBB. 

The Department has stated that It can Identify 
and condemn all PBB contaminated cows within 
a year if funds are restored by the Legislature, 
and thus decontaminate the 13 farms. 
Agriculture officials met with lawmakers last 
week to state their case for increased funding, 

Meanwhile, inspectors from the animal health 
division are monitoring dairy cattle for PBB 
before they are sold at livestock markets. 
However, the federal government is threatening 
to cut back funds for meat inspection. If the 
Legislature does not appropriate more funds, the 
Department says, inspectors will have to be laid 
off. 


ANOTHER ANTI-REDLINING BILL PASSES 

A few r weeks ago, the House passed a bill to 
outlaw insurance “redlining"— the practice by 
some companies of refusing to insure potential 
policyholders based on their address. 

Last week, the House Civil Rights Committee 
approved a bill to forbid businesses which make 
credit cards available to their customers from 
“redlining” potential card holders simply 
because of where they choose to live. 

The bill is needed because “redlining" of any 
type is discriminatory and I believe that in- 
dividual consumers should be afforded the same 
rights regardless of the neighborhood in which 
they choose to live. 

Several persons testified in front of the com- 
mittee on instances where homeowners in a 
particular neighborhood earned a substantial 
income but were denied credit cards by the 
major oil companies. Hopefully, this legislation 
will change those unfair practices against 
persons who deserve credit but cannot receive it 
because of the location of their homes. 

One provision of the bill will protect small- 
town businessmen. Businesses whose gross 
incomes are less than $2 million a year would not 
be forced to issue credit cards to persons who are 
considered high risks." 

Small-town businesses could also deny credit 
cards to persons living outside the store’s “trade 
area." 

This provision would protect businesses from 
"rip off" artists— persons who may live 200 miles 
away from a store, buy merchandise from the 
store but have no intention of paying their bill 
because they realize it would be difficult for the 
establishment to collect the money due them. 


SUNSET LOSES IN HOUSE COMMITTEE 

As voters in Michigan and other states have 
become more and more frustrated with the size 
of state government, one of the answers various 
state leaders use is the enactment of sunset laws. 

Ideally, under a sunset law each state agency 
and program is given a termination date. On that 
date, unless the Legislature passes a bill to 
extend the agency and the governor signs it, the 
department ceases to exist. 

The main reason for such laws is that many 
agencies and programs continue in operation, 
using tax dollars long after the reason for their 
existence has passed Very often agencies which 
are no longer needed attract powerful supporters 
called special interest groups. 

The groups and the civil servants In the agney 
or department make for a very effective 
alliance which defeats legislative attempts to 
more closely scrutinize their operations. 

The idea behind sunset laws is that the 
legislative body faced with an agency's “death 
date" will do the type of thorough review 
necessary to weed out those agencies which are 
no longer needed, duplicate services provided by 
a rival bureau, or need streamling. 
In Michigan, the House will soon consider a bill 
that looks like a sunset bill, but fails the critical 
test of including termination dates. 

During a meeting of the House Policy Com- 
mittee last week, an amendment offered by my 
colleagues, State Representatives Paul 
Hillegonds, R-Holland, and Richard Fitzpatrick, 
D-Battle Creek, to add termination dates to the 
bill was defeated on a 5-4 vote. The amendment 
was endorsed by Michigan Common Cause. 

The amendments would have given teeth to a 
bill that simply calls for a review of state agency 
operations. It is a weak bill that offers no 
guarantee the rigorous, soul-searching review 
state government agencies and employees need 
would ever be conducted. 

Representative Hillegonds and Fitzpatrick 
pledge to take the fight to make a Michigan 
sunset law worthwhile to the House floor. Since 
the bill was already passed by the Senate without 
termination dates (an amendment to add them 
lost on a tie vote), this is probably the last chance 
this year Michigan citizens will have to make 
state government more efficient. 

I strongly favor the inclusion of termination 
dates in any so-called sunset bill the Legislature 
passes. Without them, I fear all that would be 
created is a paper shuffling exercise that will 
tave no real effect on the control of the govern- 
ment in Lansing. 

Representatives Hillegonds and Fitzpatrick 
face tremendous odds against having the ter- 
mination dates amendments adopted on the 
House floor. 

Yet, it is a fight worth making because it is one 
of those few issues that arise in Lansing win 
which there is clear cut difference. If you believe 
as I do that termination dates are essential to 
making the defective bill reported from the 
House Policy Committee work, I urge you to 
write me supporting the Hillegonds-Fitzpatrick 
amendments. I will in turn convey your views to 
the other members of the House. 

Efficiency in government and the best use of 
your tax dollars is too important an issue to be 
ignored by the Legislature when there is the 
opportunity to do something about it.

It appears that the next step likely to be taken 
to bail Wayne County out of its current financial 
plight, may well be a County Income Tax. 

In view of the county’s past practice of simply 
burying their problems in our money, this course 
of action would certainly be consistent. 

But I would expect that any move to harness 
Wayne County taxpayers to another tax, a tax 
that Mayor Coleman Young of Detroit would 
then be able to use to promote his city, will meet 
with considerable opposition. 

And well it should. 

For too long, the hard pressed residents of 
Western Wayne County have been forced, by the 
Detroit-dominated Board of Commissioners, to 
subsidize the county politics of *Hizonor\ 
Enough is enough. 

It would be one thing if county government had 
been frugal with our money and was now simply 
trapped in an inflationary spiral, but obviously 
that is not the case. 

Rather, county government has missed no 
chance to promote its insiders into high-priced 
jobs that they cannot, and do not, have to be able 
to handle. 

In addition, county government, a puppet of 
big labor, has consistently ignored fiscal good 
sense. County officials have consistently bowed 
to the wishes of labor and have created the 


highest priced group of workers yet as- 
sembled 

Why then should the county expect anyone to 
stand still for a grab for further funds created by 
a County Income Tax. 

The case of the Walter Reuther Long Term 
Care Center is an excellent example of County 
waste and abuse of taxpayers. 

Knowing that the state will not provide a blank 
check for the operation of that facility, the 
county nevertheless managed to negotiate the 
hospital workers into becoming the highest 
priced people, in similar professions, in the 
nation. 

When the state refused to reimburse the 
county for the full cost of the facility, the county 
had to pick up a large part of the tab. 

It should not, and was not intended to operate 
that way. 

Who then i9 the beneficiary of the county’s 
benevolent waste of our money? 

No one, I would imagine. 

Some at the county will defendthe practice of 
employing low-skilled employees in high-priced 
categories, as a community service. But that is 
hogwash. 

If the intent of creating employment is simply 
to transfer a person from public assistance 


programs to county employment where they are 
unable to produce, the problem has not been 
improved, only made worse. 

The county has in effect created a whole class 
of workers who must look to the county as their 
sole possible soucre of a livelihood. 

It would have been far better to have 
deliberately held down wages and to have en- 
couraged those employees to migrate into the 
private sector once skills would support that 
move. 

But the county would then have lo6t its large 
and generally loyal group of captive supporters. 

County government has created a fantasy 
island in a sea of reality. When the water sub- 
sides, as it is now, those employees hit hardest 
by the current mess the county is in will discover 
that they have not been trained to deal with 
reality. 

The transition will be painful. It did not have to 
be. 

It has been established to the satisfaction of 
many that government has never been able to 
handle any job as well as the private sector. 

It is time that the county wakes up and begins 
to provide the training they should be providing. 
Not the debilitated public assistance they have 
been. 

County income tax indeed!

Dear Carol, 

First of all I would like to commend you 
on your answers to many issues that are 
asked of you. I think your advice is ex- 
cellent and I personally know that many 
people have been helped by you. 

I would like your advice on a problem I 
am experiencing and how 1 should handle 
it. My husband and I married August of 
this year after 2 years of dating. We went 
together for two years and had certain 
problems but decided we loved each other 
and wanted to spend the rest of our lives 
together. 

Recently, my husband has been spen- 
ding about 3 nights a week in the bar with 
the guys he works with. After work they 
just go to the bar, forget about time, get 
intoxicated and then he comes home.

U.S. leadership 
declines

Since similar warnings from our own 
shores have been largely ignored for 
years, there is little reason for me to 
believe U.S. policy makers will learn from 
something being said in London. 

Yet this new voice, expressing alarm 
over the buildup and deployment by the 
Soviets of the largest, most modern naval 
fleet in the world, is one that demands our 
immediate and careful attention. 

Admiral of the Fleet. Lord Peter Hill- 
Norton, is one of the Free World’s most 
distinguished military analysts. A former 
British Chief of Defense Staff, who later 
served as Chairman of the NATO Military 
committee, Lord Hill-Norton feels that the 
U.S. and even NATO are no longer capable 
(or willing) to meet the threat of the 
Soviet’s global navy. 

What’s needed for the job is a global 
“grand design” binding together the 
NATO countries, Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, some of the oil-producers, and 
some South American nations. 

Lord Hill-Norton notes in his study, 
published by the respected Institute for the 
Study of Conflict in London, that the Soviet 
Union has taken de facto command of the 
seas in just a short period of time — about 
15 years. 

Ten years from now, with the West’s 
fleet continuing to age and little being done 
to reverse this dangerous trend, the Soviet 
command will be that much more 
pronounced. 

His observations come at a time when 
experts on our own side of the Atlantic, 
most notably John Spittler, President of 
the Navy League of the United States, see 
present Administration maritime policies 
as so feeble that we run the risk of 
“decimating U.S. maritime power.” 

In an open letter to President Carter, 
appearing in the current issue of the 
authoritative Sea Power Magazine, 
Spittler notes that the Administration’s 
recently submitted 1981 defense budget 


calls for drastic cuts in the Navy’s ship- 
building program, and in aircraft and 
weapons procurement ; does away with all 
funding for new amphibious assult ships; 
and slashes much-needed research and 
development. The naval aircraft program, 
Spittler says, is cut back “to a level well 
below the current rate at which the Navy 
loses aircraft in peacetime operations.” 

It’s all very scary. 

In what I personally interpret as another 
sign that the West is losing confidence in 
America’s ability to lead, Lord Hill-Norton 
invokes Pax Britannica, and suggests that 
the United Kingdom “take the lead” in 
building this new sea alliance. 

“There can be little doubt, surely, that 
our collective planning eye must now be 
shifted from the land-air confrontation in 
Europe to the steadily increasing risks to 
all of ‘us’ on and over and under the 
world’s oceans; ... this in turn, demands a 
determined maritime strategy with the 
sea arid air and amphibious forces 
adequate in quality and sufficiently 
numerous to guarantee our lifelines,” he 
writes. 

“A task of this scope and scale can only 
be undertaken by a joint or collective 
approach, and it would be simpler, more 
elegant and more likely to succeed were 
NATO to become the heart of such a larger 
enterprise. 

”... The military elements would be 
neither out of financial nor technical 
reach, and such political difficulties as 
there might be (and they will certainly 
arise) could equally certainly be overcome 
if the determination to do so were there.” 

While there seems little determination 
on this side of the Atlantic to meet the 
challenge, perhaps an eminent British 
authority like Lord Hill-Norton will con- 
vince us to proceed full speed ahead.

Un- 
fortunately, he w r as injured in our 
seventh game.” 

Aaron doubled in the defensive 
backfield where he was credited 
with five interceptions. In one game 
alone (against Taylor Kennedy) he 
collected nine solo tackles and five 
assists. 

“It shows the versatility of this 


athlete,” Pawloski added. 

BOKOR is also a two-way per- 
former. He was deadly with the ball 
and played havoc on ballcarrier as a 
linebacker. Bob amassed 743 yards 
in 120 carries and scored 10 of the 
Huron’s 16 touchdowns.

Bert Osterberg, the precocious 
prognosticator, has done it again! 

The dapper-dressed account 
executive won the football prep 
predictions for the third time in four 
years with a .750 percentage in 
exactly 100 games. 

Osterberg’s 75-25 record was just 
one game better than Jim Bradley, 
who ended with a 74-26 slate for .740. 
Although Osterberg led the entire 
season after his opening week of 9 
right and 1 wrong, Bradley closed 
the gap to just one game difference 
going into the final week.

Credit costs depend on many factors 


Credit has been called man’s 
confidence in man — you promise 
to pay in the future for something 
you receive now. How much this 
convenience costs you depends on 
your character, your finances and 
your ability to repay. Lenders also 


are influenced by the money and 
other economic factors 
The Michigan Association of 
Certified Public Accountants say 
before buying on time or borrowing 
money in any other why, find out 
what the terms are. You should 


know not only the monthly charge, 
but also interest rates, any finance 
charge and how the interest and 
principal reductions are scheduled. 

The CPAs suggest when com- 
paring interest rates charged by 
various lenders, do it by telephone

Car loans and other types of 
consumer financing now are 
commonly offered with a 
repayment schedule of four or even 
five years. This reduces monthly 
payments, but adds to the interest 
charged. Compare your overall 
costs with shorter repayment 
schedules and see if a longer 
paying-back period is worth the 
extra expense. 

If you have been refused credit, 
the CPAs stress, you have the right 
to ask the credit bureau to inspect 
your file. There are federal rules 
requiring a credit bureau to grant a 
person access to his file and to 
correct any errors it may contain. 
A useful pamphlet on this topic is 
the “Consumer Handbook To Credit 
Protection Laws” and is available 
from the Board of Governors of the 
Federal Reserve System, 
Washington, D.C. 20551.
